WHO WAS ERIC BLAKE 7 

by John Boardman 

It is probably well known by now in both war-guming and science- 
fiction random that, about 20 years ago* I operated a hoax called 
•Eric Blake' out of a post ofTice box on Long Island. it is just as 
probably not known that 'Erie Blake* was created for neither f andom , 
but for a more serious and possibly risky purpose • 

It began about I960, when far-right political movements were 
beginning to develop some violent and fasclatlc aspects as their 
challenge to the civil rights movement. I was concerned about this 
development* since I had been a spear-carrier in the second of the 
Ducp South' s boycotts against segregation on buses, as a student in 
Tnl Iflhafisee in 1956* I felt that the activities of the segregationist 
groups had to be studied and publicized so that the dangor they posed 
might better be understood and resisted. I also felt that quotation 
of the violent groups 1 publications would be an effective argument 
against those who opposed civil rights legislation, as a use of a 
vunerable debate technique that might be entitled "Look who's en 
your sidet" 

When i moved to Jamaica, flew York, In 1961* I rented a post 
office box a few blocks from my apartment under the name 'Eric Blake'* 
and used It for the purpose of subscribing under this name te the 
publications of sueh segragatlonallst and mllltarlsti* crotfi as- the 
National States Rights Party (US HP) , the American Nasi parlay {MtP) , 
and their various schismatic and front groups* The pseudonym was a» 
a protection te my identity, as I thought that I might write about 
these groups under my own but, and did net want te leave a trail by 
which they might get te me* The wisdom of this approach ww* confines) 
about tha-t time by what happened te an Idaho Negr*. who, as a Joke, 
wrote to a southern Ru Rlux Klan branah and applied for membership. 
The Klan responded by making him their Northwestern Regolnal Director. 
He then went to the press t told them te the story, and everybody had. a 
good laugh* They stepped laughing a few weeks later, when ha 
disappeared. 

Most of the literature that 1 received as 'Erie Riake' frem 
segregationist groups was passed en te a friend, a Columbia University 
student who was writing a book en A&tl-Semitlam, and was himself a 
researcher for «me> Ftom-Secuarlan Antl-lfasl league. Rut ln> I 
started, te get more active In science-f latlen fandea. It way seem 
difficult for a present-day m-t fan In Greater Rew fork te realise-* 
but in those days there were aLwest ne opportunities far "fanning** 
around here. The enoe-mlghty rut ur lane- had> developed Into •> small 
group of friends who stefe at ene another a 1 nomas, while Panealastts an* 
Lunarians were clesedJ-membershlp groups, with none of whose members; 
I was acquainted. Be I Joined the Ifatienal Fantasy Pan Pederatien (MFFP) . 

The HFFP takes a Little explaining^, It began about 40 year* ago

with the intent, that It should became a blanket orfanla&titn for all 
science-flatten and fantasy fans in the country. This a>¥ition foundered 
over the fact that the only blanket organisation In which the ar«ra[» 
a-f fan was Interested: was a blanket covering that fan end tut member 
of the opposite sex. (Bone peeple modify one or aofrh of the laat two 
adjectives In that laat sentence.) So the NFFF stumbled along;, 
publishing a quarterly fanzine, and putting up with enormous amounts 
of bickering among its Board of Directors oven topics whose importance 
could never quite be wade clear* 

■clonce-f ictlon fans, however, are as tin— or gani sable as are w or- 
gan ing fan*. In both cases., lecal groups for regular socializing,, and 
periodic conventions for serious hobby activity, are about all the 
organising that fans will put up with, Hh«re was, and ia f no need fer 
a national organization in either field , simply for the sake of having 
an organization* The NFFF brio fly, intoraerte* with war- gaming f and em 
about a do sen years ago , when It produced, a Games Bureau which In turn 
spro uted a Diplomacy Division* This last •iccr«M«na« was called 
NFFFKBbBP>, er "Bunchalotters* fer sheet. Naturally, It attracted people 
who were were Interested In organising Diplomacy than In playing it, 
and became little more than a tourist bureau for ege> trips. nobody 
who knows much about postal Diplomacy will be surprise* to learn that 
Rod Walker was very active in it. 

I am net weJLl up en the organisational convolutions that connect, 
er do not connect* Bunchaletters with the International Diplomacy 
Association or Diplomacy World J and which foisted on AValon Hill the 
Incredibly bad choice of walker as author of their Diplomacy manual* 
Nor would readers be Interested In an account of these convolutions 
If they could be made public 

Once having turned 'Eric Blake 1 loose Into the NffYP, I decided te 
create a persona and have a little fun with him. £ made hla a retired 
civil engineer, and gave his blrthdate ss 20 February 1£G6. (NFFF 
sends birthday cards to. Its members, se I, like Frederick of pensanea, 
handed them this date,) ((Let me Interrupt to explain that last, remark i 
Frederick is the main character In 1MB frUEATES Or PBH24HCB:, at the 
beginning of which Frederick, having turned 21, ends his apprenticeship 
with the pirates, who later "reclaim 11 him en the grounds that he/ a 
bound until his 2lat birthday, and only five February 29th* had passed 
since his birth* ) ) He had graduated from gt evens Institute of 
Technology sometime around 193Q, and his first job had been involved 
with the Bmplre state Building., t hen under construction. (At one 
point £ gave the readers of the NJPFF fanzine, an account of what parts 
of Manhattan are and are not geologically, suited to have skyscrapers 
erected on them.) Later, h* he* worked In the ( (Panama) ) Can al Zone* 
an experience which brought 1 Blake* a* views en race into BFFF letter 
columns. Still later, he had. served with the Navy' a famous Construction 
Battalllen ("seahaee") In World War II, before returning to civilian 
practice. 

As a scienc-e-f ictlen reader stlake preferred; the elder pulp style, 
llkad Heinloln but with reservations about his lack of religious 
belief or racism* and could net put up with "egalitarian" scientific 
doctrines that had crept Into modern s-f . lie prefessmd himself m 
believing Christian who was upset over the obvious parody of Christianity 
In Heinleln's Stranger In a Strange Land . At en* point he got a 
sympathetic letter, expressing agreement with hla stands, from Gertrude 
M. Carr, an acidulous Seattle fan who is still an uncherishedj logendJ 
In s-f fandem. 'Blake* did not put into the NJOT the unabashedily 
Antl-Semetlc views which he wrote to NaJftF or AMP, but did defend racial 
segregation and white supremaoy. Needless to say, he waa also firmly 
ant i -C ommuni st . 




In 196? I nor«d to Manhattan, but kept the Jamaica poet office 
box In the Blake tuna** In Mar of that year t In propria persona , I 
founded the hobby of postal Diplomacy by publishing the first issue of 
Graustark * (I want to emphasize this because Walker sometimes has 
keen heard to claim that a friend of hie In San Diego had published a 
postal Diplomacy 1 zlne In 1962. Some indices have eren included a 
non-existent game with the "Roardnan Number" 1962C* The Bait Diegan 
has keen variously Identified as Conrad Metzlka, Conrad von Matck*, 
and Butlqulo Jose Itevillaglgedn* If anyone except Walker has ever 
claimed to have met him, I am unaware of that fact.} 

Within the next pear* other postal Diplomacy cities had made their 
appearance* The second was Rurltanlaa . whose publisher, variously known 
as Dnvld HcDanlel and. Ted Johnstone , is now deadu (it Warn unrelated 
te a more recent 'jslne of the same title {(Teny W ate on of Las Vegaa 
did this Kuritanla . which is where 19SOG originally came from)). I 
took over Its publication after McDanlel/Johnetene dropped out of the 
hobby for the more profitable occupation of writing scripts for The 
Man. From U «.N . C «X . E . ) The third postal Diplomacy publication warn John 
McCaltum's Br ob ding nan; - another early paULlcatiieni came out from a 
Crtlifornlan variously known as Charles G« Irannan. Dan Srannan, and 
Steven Cartler. Like many other usages from a-f fandom, numerous 
pseudonvma were becoming common in war-gaming fandom* 

Having begun the hobby as a publisher t I was interested in 
getting into it as a player. I signed up as Turkey in 1964b, HCDanlel's 
first and only game in Bjurjtania * but found that X was unable to keep 
up with: his deadline schedule , and resigned early lem*. I spoil the game 
for the other players* John McCallun'e 1964C offered, me another 
opportunlty t and I enrollmd - once under my own name t and once ms> 
'Eric Blake** I was assigned. England, and "Blake* got Turkey, 

This was not opposed to McCallum's house rules, though today most 
Gamemasters would not allow it* In fact, only someone desperate for 
entries, would put In the same game two players so close geographically; 
however , both games and players were few and far between In 1964. Art 
present* 1 operate under the general principle that H mlayera may use 
such deception* among themselves* as being Ln accord with accepted 
principles In International diplomacy* As a general rule in these, 
matters, players may practice deception among themselves, but not 
against the Gaaemaster™ * In the actual First World War* the one which 
our game mimics , Russia stood in precisely the same relationship to 
France from 1914 to 191? that 'flaka' stoodi in with respect to me In 
1964c. 

In 1966 or thereabouts, I closed out the **Brlo Blake 1 * identity, 
and passed it en te ay friend the political researcher, along with, most 
of the political literature which 'Blake* had received. This political 
literature was beginning to fix en George C* Wallace, the fiercely 
segregationist Governor of Alabama, as its * Whits Hope' for restoring 
white supremacy. I was rather worried, owing to that booby trap in 
the Twelfth Amendment which would throw the Country into chaos should! 
a "third party" candidate prevent any presidential candidate from 
obtaining a majority in the Electoral College* 

ttarly in 1968, I ran a presidential poll in Grans tark , and several 
readers voted for Wallace. At about the time that the poll results 
were to be printed, a Wallace campaign worker variously called James 
Earl Ray or Eric Starvo Gait shot and killed Dr. Martin Luther King, 
and fled the country with obvious help* It later transpired that tha 
plot against Dr. King had been hatched by a wealthy Missouri segre- 
gationist, now dead, who had passed, the hat among nae frlande and hired 
Ray as a hit nan. But, at the tlma, it seemed to me that the Wallace 




campaign had. Ilk* the squally racist Nails before it, fmaaedU the 
bounds of a legitimate political HOveMe&t and bad becone an armed and 
ftfgfteBive conapiracy ■gainst the United fltates or America. Therefore, 
as several people hove already Informed war— gating f and on , I published 
the names of the Wallace supporters in the Craustark pell* I shouldn't 
have dons this, but in 1968 none of us really understood the clashing 
tides or legal and extra-legal political action aweug the many deeply 
and fervently held beliefs that animated public opinion in that tragic 
year. Now that the whole Wallace agitation has died and rotted, and 
racial segregation on the classic pattern has ceased, to be defended by 
even the most reactionary* my concern of 1968 seems vastly overblown. 

That finishes the entire 'Eric Blake* business. The only questions 
left to ask are why, after so many years » the identity of ■Blake 1 has 
become an Issue among postal Diplomacy fans* 

***'*iack to LOU again.... may 1 answer that last question? I believe 
that it has something to do with the famous Donovan fakes. Gary 
Coughlan faked*, among other 'sines, RETALIATION, and John Boardman, 
in my view, has expressed an unfavorable view toward fakes and their 
authors.* In QLAUaVTAHIC #433, John Boar da an published "a list •£ the 
most notorious perpetrators or these forgeries," which included Gary 
Coughlan* Subsequently, when Gary started publishing EUAOPA EXPRESS, 
John wrote a letter to Gary, which appeared in EJC jfjfiL, and contained the. 
following; "There is no room for you liars, forgers and hoaxers in this 
hobby..*." In FJB #3, Rod. Walker responded with thw Brio Blake and 
Wallace Poll comments, stating. "M there is no room for "you hoaxers* 1 . *.* 
<e*d) »yeu liars* In the Ksbby?" The full art islam appear in EUBGPA 
EXPPJDEft, Issues 2 and 3, published by Gary Coughlan, 4614 Martha Cole 
Lane, Memphis, TN 38118.
